SEC>Dz 1: ry the firſt 1649. Weembarqueld from 
Sa Wrxford in the Hettor for Corke, fayled two 
F&=> Or three leagues beyond Greenor-bay, but were 
= drivenback, the wind turning upon us, upon 
2 tle Saturday following the wind being fair 
we got within ſight of Dangarvasn,that night 
proved very windy, and about four inthe 
morning , onthe Lords day, a very tempeſtu- 
ous wind aroſe, and the ſtorm was the greats 
eſt that ever any of the Sea-men knew ( as they ſaid ) the wind was at 
South-eaſt very thick, we hopedto fetch Corke, being within a mile 
of the ſhore, but could nor poſſibly nike land : in thatdiſtreſs we 
put to ſea, hoping, by that way to ſavelife, the wind continged all 
ther Sabbath day at South-eaſt, South-eaſt and by South, and South 
South-eaſt, which jf the wind had held at ſouth-eaſt as it was in the 
morning, we could not have doubled the point about theland bur 
had been caſt upon the rocks: we bore twocourſes to keep off from 
the ſtiore-all the day , and being as we ſuppoſed abort the pitch of 
the Cape Cleere , at nine on Sabbath day night we ſhipt a great Sea 
which fplir and carryed away our foreſdile, and ſo were forced to 
bring t0-a fore-top ſail ro keep from the ſhore, and toberethat 
fore tope-ſaile till rwo inthe night, in which time we were forced 
to cat our Anchor from the bough to ſave the ſhip from foundrin 
we having at chat time five foot water in the hold. The Monday 
manting we were ren leoynerts brwhcy of the Cope Clerepy gnd\he

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' _ wind was vpatSouth-weſt, then we made all the ſay! poſſible to fetch 
ſome harbour,and it pleaſed God, we made the Cape, heping to fetch 
"Biltar ore but the wind coming up at South-eaſt and by eaſt, we were 
forced to Sea again all che night, thewind conzinuing at South-eaſt, 
Sourhieaft and by: South, and South-Saurh-eaſt, | 
Tueſday ,we made . the Miſne head, and could fetch no harbour the 
wind being ill at South-eaſt. * Weenelday the wind came vp at Weſt, 
and we made for ſhore- again, ..amd- came up as high asGa/ty-head 
hoping to fetch XKinſale, about three in the after-noone the wind 
came up at Eaſt South-eaſt, and then weheped to recover Cſtlehrven 
before night, and made forit, and'in our ranningin, che Wind 
veared at South-eaſt and blevr very freſh, and weſtill hoping to gain 
the harbour, ranin, knowing no other way to ſaveliſe,the Wind being 
ſo contrary, it grew extraortinary thick, rainedand blew; much; we 
fired 'thfee or four pieces of Ordnance ( forlights and fax onelighc 
from” the Caſtle, as we ſuppoſed, and two other lighisto the Eaft- 
watd, which'put us to an amazement, not knowing whether they 
were friends or enemies, and could not poſſibly ſee the going into 
the Harbour, but were in the very breach of the ſhore, the ſight where- 
of cauſed a, great ſcrik' in the Ship, and chereupon brought gnr$hi 
to, hoping thereby to have come to an Anchor, whichif weld tone: 
we had been paſt all hopes of life, the Rock being ſo neer would have 
cut our Anchor,but God being moſt merciful in that nick of time; the 
Sea-men deſpairing,of life, the Windat an inſtant came up at Eaſ, 
which carryed us into the Sea, and yet ſo great was the danger, that if 
the Wind” did not turn again tothe Weſt in leſs than halfan hour, 
we were dead men, by reaſon of the Rocks called the Stagg, fo we 
came inaſjictle rime within —_— Rocks, the Win Caving us 
ſtrongly upon them, and then ſeeing the Rocks within a Ships lengrh 
ofus, wepur our Ship co ſtay, , which ſhe would nor,the Sea being (9 
extremely grown, the Sea-men being at their wits end, wiſhing usto 
prepare for death : the Lord again at tht very inſtent cauſed thewind 
to' come up at South-weſt, which carryed us out-into the Sea cleep 
from the Rocks, where we had the Wind favourable that night, ang 
bleſſed . be God on Thurſday we eame into Kir/ale, it being the fick 
Harbour that the Lord was pleaſed to give us, but that which js mgg, | 
admirable js this, thatſo ſoon asthe Ship was comeinto. Xi»/ale Har, 
bour, ſhe leaked ſo very much, that theSea-men cam? the next mogg. 
ing and told us, thae they were almoſt drowned thar night, and coyjq

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ſcarce keep the ſhip alive in the Harbour, ard were forced the next 
tide "to brinig het co the Key,” ard at the Fbb ceo repair her, and had 
much ado to keep her from ſinking. This heing the method of Gods 
dealing with us inour paſſage.

Now concerning the work 'of God'' tipan my ſpirie durirg 'the 
ſtorm, thusit was. Towardsthe evening of the Sabbath day Zannuary 
the 5. my heart was exceeding ſad and ſorrowfullt even unto death 
a dark night approachirg, and the ſhip taking in much water, my 
fpirit fainted and my beart fngk within-me, the ſorrows of death 
caught hould of me;” much pgrieved I was for my poor dear heart who 
did not expreſs half ſo much fear as my ſelf, many ſweet expreſſions 
ſhe uſed in prayers, wiſhing me tocafearneſily upon God : many 
words I could not uſe, but my heart was praying , it aimolſt broke 
my heart. to think what my wiyesfrietds would -ſay inErglard, that 
If-o..1 bring ber into [relandto drown her ( though I bleſs God ſhe 
never repined at ip) rroubled I was likewt'e for my 'poor ſervants 
that came in love along with us, italmeſt ſplit my heart to think 
what- the Malignants would fay in England when they hear that we 
were drowned (-how they would abuſe thart' paſſage of Pax!, As 
28.4.)

I confeſs. mach maryelled: at the change _thatwas wrought 
in my own, ſpirit, fromsa trembling feartulneſs to a rejoycing 
aſſurance, and-confidering it was buc, a dream, 1 thought I might 
preſume-too much.in an qyer-confidence, and was jealous over 
my own heart.leſt I ſhould offend, begg;ng cheLords extraor- 
dinary aftiftance-furablero the preſcnt. danger , bur, chemoreI 
checkt my heart of prefumption', the more did my faith mount 
upon the wing as if I bad beer npon dry ground, and had nor ſo 
much fear as the thouſand part of the weight of a hair : the poor 
ſhip work for her life, and the Sea-men rook infinite pains, two 

parts being fallen fick,& che orher 30,were continually atir,ſom- 
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times they were in a little hopes, fometimestheir ſouls ready to' 
> cl about twelve at night, be char was ar the Helm by my 
Cabbin ſaid all was broken, rhe water came in there , alirtle be- 
fore they cryed our, that the foreſail was ſplit and carried away, 
ard the Anchors chrown over board to lighten the ſhip, yerall 
this while my ſpirit- was the ſame, in a chankful admiration 
for ſo grear adeliverance, and faid, all ſhall be'as well as beart 
could wiſh;when they ſpoke of lightning the ſhip,my wife call*d 
to Capr. Stoaks, and bad him'if he rhought fit ro chrow over 
ſome Trunks which we bad in che ſhip, which 1 liked very well 
(asit wasin Pas/s-ſtorm) in regard of others that were 17 the 
ſhip, but for my own part, I ſaid I would not have any thing 
thrown over, for | knew all would be well,and { ſo bleſſed be the 
Lord of Seas) abour four inthe worang, the ſtorm abated, my 
heart wasin a very thankful poſture, and that Wedneſday night 
afrer, when the Sea-men ſaid, we were in moſt danger, entring 
into Caftle- Haves in the dark, that we muſt have the wind tarn 
twicein half an hour to ſave us, firſt to carry us from the breach 
of the ſhore to the Sraggs, and thento carry us off from them : 
when we were within a Cables length of the ſhore, and the Sea» 
men divided, . not knowing what to do, Caprain Sroakes bad ler 
fall an Anchor,or elſe we are all dead men,others ſaid, try to ge. 
off from ſhore, and there was a preat ſcreek that all was gone, l 
was not one jot afraid, but told them they were ſure to get ſafe 
to Land, and the ſhip to a Harbour,and the Lord ſhewed himſelf 
kind to poor finners, 

One thing, thongh ir ſeem to be of ſmall importance,yet it runs 
much in my mind,and 1 mult needs relate it, I thought that Jeſus 
Chriſt ſaid ro me, that the goods ſhould be all ſafe, and nothing 
hurt or loſt by the ſtorm, but when we came to look for our 
things, we miſt a looking-glaſs and a Piſtol, the glaſs-caſe was 
all broke and ſhivered in many pieces by the rouling of che ſhip, 
being in one of the Boxes or Cabbin-cheſts in the great Cabbin 
among ocher things, but the Glaſs it ſelf was not ſo much as 
broken or crackr, and the caſe,though in eight or ten pieces,yet 
might eaſily be joyned and glued rogether, that it isnor worſe -- 
by a farching,which ſeems ro me very admirable ; I cold Captain 
Stoakes of it, and defired him, if poſſible, ro help me to my Pi- 
ſtol; he examined rhem about it, but it could not be heard of,cill 
the very day the ſhip was going out of che Harbour, and then. 
ſomebody that had it, conld not bequiet till he brought it our,

I know that uſually dreams follow mens natural inclination, 
or their daily converſat:on, asin Pharaohs Butler and Baker,

the confideration of Chriſts humanity, his being art Sea, and his 
experimental knowledg of our miſeries much ſupported me;how 
many prayers did we put up for a ſafe paſſage,which chough chey 
do not move the Lord by any.cloquence,as an Orator moves his 
hearers, yet they move the Lord, as the cries of children make 
the bowels of their Parents yern towards. them ; and we mult 
diſtinguiſh between ſhadows and ſubſtances, dreams are bur 
the appearances of things which are not , natural dreams are ei- 
ther linful, deceitful and vain, as 1/4. 29.8. the hungry thirſty 
man dreams, that he eatsand drinks, but he awakes, and bis ſoul 
is faint for food , or elſe oy are repreſentations of thjngspaſt, 

which were really done; or things to come, which falls out accor- 
dingly;and the matter of the dream is principally to be regarded, 
ſome Chriſtians haye had difficult places of Scripture expounded 
ro chem in their dreams, as they haye told me. 


Therefore although dreams which are natural and ordinary, 


be of little or no account, yet extraordinary dreams many times 
prove true , as if one cry in his dream or be ſo faſt aſleep that he 
feels nor pinching, when the Imagination is ſo extraordinarily 
pow-:rful, and tharthe party dreaming'is confidently : perſwaded 
chat ir will come to pals, it.commonly proves accordingly, as 
that of. Katharin de Medicis Queen of France, who dreamed 
that Hex. the fecond ſhould be killed ar-the Tilt, and faid ſhe 
would yenture her foul upon ir. And ſo he was killed by a 
Scots man, Aontgomery, as ſhe dreamed, Petrarch in Padovs 
dreamed that a Scorpion ſtung. him to death, that was in one 
of che Lyons that ſtand before a ſtatue which they fondly. call 
Santa 7 «ftinaqthe next morning he told his dream, went thither 
and purjn his hand incothe hole,and out came a Scorpion which 
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[to letus ſee bow weak.our. faith and confidence is in-the Lord, 
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poyloned him, whereof he 1s? great Souldier Fareſe the 
night before he dyed,dreamed that he was drowned,and that his 
Saint 7 4, could not carry bim over the River, aghtbe 
nextday che Ferry-boat funk, and he was drowned: 

In 1629. Chriſtina a Proteſtanc Marqueſſes Daughter in 
Poland dreamed that Jeſus Chriſt had told her comfortable 
things for the Proteſtants, as the good ſucceſs of the King of 
| Sweden, the death of the Emperors General Walftes , and that 
it mighr be the better believed, ſhe ſhould dye four days and re- - 
viveagain ; one Miniſter Corsrvixs lighted it asa deluſion and 
vain fancie,ſhe told him that God wasangry with him, and ſuch 
a day his only child ſhould die and himſett preſently atcer,which 
both proved true ; ſhe likewiſe fell into a Trance foreightahd 
fourty hours,and then revived and foretold victories of the King 
of Sweden, but that God would take him away, becauſe the 
people began to make a God of him, and thought him to be in- 
vincible. $he dreamed that ſhe was married to Jeſus Chriſt, 
' and that ſhe bad a Crown of Glory promiſed her if ſhe could 
perſeyere in the faith, and told her ſhe would be mockt and ſcofr 
_ at by many who would not believe but that ſuch viſions procee- 
ded from imagination, melancholy' bumgurs, or weakneſs of 
brain, but bade her nor be diſcouraged, ſhewing her a cup of 
blood, which he ſaid he wguld pour upon thoſe that perſecure 
his ſeryants;and that ſhe prayed very earneſtly tor the ſalvation 
of a deer friend of hers who was in arms againſt the Proteſtants, 
but that ſhe could not preyail for the ſalvation of any of her 
friends,bur only for her ſelf, andthat night the ſame party died , 
ſhe likewiſe in her dream ſaw two 9 perſons coming to 
| be judged, one a Papiſt who had prayed much to his St. Francs, 
and defired to be admitted into Heaven, bur Jeſus Chriſt bad 
him goto Hell co Saint Francs, whither he was immediately 
-. dragged , and the other was a Proteſtant,who argued for his fal- 
vation, becauſe he fought againſt thePapilts,and the Miniſters af- 
ſured him of Heaven: Jeſus Chriſt, ſaid be,wil put out his candle 
in Germany, for it gives a falſe lighr,it ſhines without, bur it is full 
of filch and ſelf-righteouſneſs within': ſhe likewiſe ſawa man 
upon a Tree &dored by many, and ſome Lyons came to the Tree 
and pluckt irdown, and an Eagle was flying away, which the 
Lyons caught, and roar in pieces, and asKing Jeſus Chriſt the
